the Texas Election Code. 
Dickey could not be found 
Friday to comment. 
The law provides that each 
candidate shall tile with the 
appropriate authority 
not 
earlier than the 40th day and 
not later than the 31st day 
before the date of an election 
in which the candidate or 
political committee is in­ 
volved, a statement of all 
contributions received and 
all expenditures made by or 
on behalf of the candidate or 
political com mittee...ending 
on the 40th day before the 
date of the election.” The 
deadline in this instance was 
5 p m . on Thursday. 
Section 244 (b) provides 
that 
“each 
opposed 
can­ 
d id a te w hose nam e and 
whose opponent’s name are 
printed on the ballot at an 
election and each political 
co m m itte e active in an 
election concerning a can­ 
didate or m easure shall file a 
sworn statement at each 
time required herein. 
By failing to file such a 
statement, Dickey could be 
subject to a “ fine not less 
than $100 nor more than

“Called out ones.” 
Jesus 
says in Matt. 16:18, “And I 
say also unto thee, that thou 
art Peter, and upon this rock 
I will build my Church; and 
the gates of hell shall not 
prevail against it.” Here we 
find the first mention of the 
C hurch 
in 
the 
New 
Testam ent. At the time these 


words w ere spoken it was 
still in the future for Jesus 
said , 
“ I 
w ill 
build 
my 
Church.” It is also well to 
note that this Church was to 
be built by Jesus. 
The Church was born on 
the Day of Pentecost. “ And 
the Lord added to the Church 
daily 
such as should be 
saved.” (Acts 2:47). We find 
from this verse that the 
Church was in existence at 
this tim e and could be added 


to, just after the Day of 
Pentecost. 
Note: If the Holy Ghost 
outpouring 
at 
P en teco st 
upon the disciples formed the 
Church, then it was not a 
m an-m ade organization-but 
an organism of. God. And if it 
took the Holy Ghost to form 
that Church and put the first 
m em bers into it, it would 
take the sam e Spirit to put us 
into the Church today. From 
this we can clearly see that 
the only way into this C hurch 
is to be born into it. 
The Church Is 
His Body 
“ And hath put all things 
under His feet, and gave Him 
to be the head over all things 
to the Church, which is His 
body, the fullness of Him 
that filleth all in all.” (Eph. 
1:22, 23). 
“ And He is the head of the 
body, the Church, Who is the 
B eginning, the firstb o rn 
from the dead; that in all 
things He m ight have the 
preem inence.’ 
(Col. 1:18.) 
“ Who now rejoice in my 
sufferings for you, and fill up 
that which is behind of the 
afflictions of Christ in my 
flesh for His body’s sake, 


which is the C hurch.” (Col 
1:24.) 
From 
the 
above 
scrip­ 
tu re s. 
it 
is 
clea rly 
established that the Church 
is the body of Christ. 
The Nam e 
What is the nam e of God’s 
Church? Is the term “ the 
Church of God” the nam e of 
the Church? No, the nam e is, 
“The C hurch.” The term , 
“ Church of God,” simply 
m eans it is God s Church, or 
that the Church is of God. 
In this regard let us note 
the follow ing sc rip tu re s: 
• Feed the Church of God, 
which He hath purchased 
with His own blood.’’ (Acts 
20:28). This simply m eans 
that the Church belongs to 
God for the reason that He 
has p u rch a sed it. 
“ The 
Churches of Christ salute 
you.” (Rom. 16:16). Again 
this m eans that the churches % 
are of Christ. In Heb. 12:23, 
we hav e m entioned 
the 
church of the firstborn. The 
m eaning here is that the 
Church is m ade up of the 
firstborn, but in any case the 
nam e 
is 
alw ays 
“ The 
Church.” 
In the 19th chapter of the 


Book of Acts, verse two, the 
apostle Paul did not ask 
these disciples what church 
they belonged to. (They were 
b e lie v e rs and had been 
baptized.) Instead, he asked 
them if they had received the 
Holy Ghost and how they had 
been baptized. Like m any of 
you who are reading this 
article, they did not know 
about the baptism of the 
Holy G host; neither did they 
know that baptism in Jesus 
N am es was essential. (Acts 
2:38; Act 10:48). But when 
they heard, they were filled 
with the baptism of the Holy 
G host; 
and

baptized in the Name of the 
Lord Jesus. 


I ask you, dear reader, the
